bureau facilities for frost

purposes H arry It. Sheppard left a 
conference w ith D epartm ent of Agri 
culture officials indicating 
th a t 
he 
would lead a delegation before the 
Sub-Com m ittee on A gricultural A ppro­ 
priations for th e purpose of getting 
additional funds for w eather bureau 
operations in the citrus d istric t 
F ailing to get additional m oney ad­ 
ded to the w eather bureau's budgvt 
because the bureau of the budget has 
already passed upon th at item. Con­ 
gressm an Sheppard stated th a t the 
Sub-Comm ittee 
on 
A gricultural 
Ap­ 
propriations would be presented w ith 
the fa c ts concerning the need for the 
allocation. 
In com m enting on the subject Mr. 
Sheppard stated, “The 
huge 
in v est­ 
ment of our citrus grow ers in C alifor­ 
nia in an industry whose success is 
so dependent upon the forecasting of 
w eather deserves and m ust have in­ 
creased 
consideration 
from our gov­ 
ernm ent w eather bureau. 
The failure 
of an appropriation of five or ten 
thousands dollars for modern 
fore­ 
casting facilities could easily result in 
several hundred thousand dollars loss 
due to frost.” 
Congressm an Sheppard stated that 
two railroad pension bills to accom ­ 
plish th e objectives sought by 
rail­ 
roads and labor had been com pleted 
and w ere to be subm itted to the com ­ 
m ittee on Interstate and Foreign Com­ 
merce th is week. 
In com m enting on 
the bills Mr. Sheppard stated. “The 
subm ission of these bills, draw n a fte r 
agreem ent betw een railroads and la­ 
bor should prove of real in terest 
to 
the railroads and railroad labor in 
the 19th district. 
Though slight re­ 
vision on tax totals may be necessary, 
due to the treasury's belief th at in­

Roosevelt Is spending for doles 
Is 
mere pin money, the author 
points 
out, com pared w ith what R oosevelt’s 
most outspoken opponents — the so- 
called rugged individualists of big in­ 
dustry—are squandering every y ear in 
the dissipation of the nation’s natural 
wealth. 
D estruction of the forests, pollution 
of the stream s, slaughter of the wild 
life, reckless w aste of oil resources, 
erosion of the land by wind and rain

.we a re all responsible in som e m eas­ 
ure because w hether or not we p arti­ 
cipate in this destruction, we tolerate 
it w ith indifference.

^ozen states. M anifestly, no one state

And unless it happens to be 
a navigable river, the federal govern­ 
m ent m u st keep hands off. 
T he terrific dust storm s in the Mid- 
dlew est and the floods th at have done 
untold dam age in the M ississippi and 
Ohio valleys are not due to 
freak 
w eather conditions. 
They 
are the 
logical re su lt of th e destructive pro­ 
gram w hich A m ericans have applied 
to the soil of the continent.

About 50,000 autom obiles have pass­ 
ed the m echanical photo-electric re­ 
cording device, each week for the past 
month, on Highway 99 near the Junc­ 
tion of the Balm Springs roads. Each 
Sunday the traffic has num bered from 
15.000 to 17,000 cars. 


A Desert Sun reporter inspected the 
device 
this 
week 
w hile 
Bernard 
Sw itzer and J. J. Jones, experts of 
the state highway com m ission, had the 
contraption apart. 
On one side of the 
road are two projectors throw ing out 
constant infra-red light rays into re­ 
corders on the other side which con­ 
tain photo-electric cells. 
Both light 
rays m ust be intercepted a t the sam e 
tim e or the m achine does not count. 
Thus it will not count pedestrians or 
narrow objects, nor will it count a 
truck and trailer double. 


The m achine does m ore than count; 
it stam ps the date and hour after each 
num ber, thus showing accurately the 
num ber of cars that pass every hour 
of the day.

the falls as you will recall are to 
the east so we started up the 
ridge just east of the main 
stream. There we came upon a 
trail which seemed to be lead­ 
ing in the general direction we 
wished to follow. Up and up 
it wound, and half a dozen 
times we thought there should 
be a view beyond the next rise, 
but no such luck. Finally we 
came out onto a relatively level 
stretch where the going was 
easy but did not seem to be get­ 
ting us anywhere so we left the 
trail, made a sharp turn left and 
headed for the east branch of 
Snow Creek. W e disturbed a 
number of deer that bounded 
off as we drew near. 
On the East Fork we found the 
falls. W e had climbed above them 
so on coming down the edge of the 
canyon we could see them at once. 
The upper one was about thirty feet 
high, hut below it was another we 
could not see but we could hear the 
roar of the water as it fell. It sound­ 
ed as if it might be a full grown 
falls; a great relief, for the first one, 
while it might have been famous if 
situated in the prairie country, was 
not up to standard for a mountain 
slope such as the north side of Mt. 
! San Jacinto. I climbed down to the 
foot of the first falls and looked over 
the second, a risk I do not recom­ 
mend to anyone. 
W c detcuired around the rag­ 
ged edge of the main canyon to 
a lower point from which we 
could see a beautiful falls more 
than one hundred feet high; we 
detoured again to another van­ 
tage point where we could look 
out and also dow n. From there 
we looked upon six falls, three 
high, three low*. While not one 
continuous fall the effect from 
the distant highway is that of 
one fall. The height of the 
combination is about six hun­ 
dred and fifty feet. I regret that 
I did not stand on this point 
during the high waters of last 
February to watch what would 
have been a mighty water spec­ 
tacle, even after having watch­ 
ed at flood many of the highest 
waterfalls of the mountain coun­ 
try. 
On the way home we stopped to 
talk to Mr. Russ, the wood carver, 
who lives in the cabin beside the 
road where it crosses the stream. He 
told us there are two more falls be­ 
low the six and that they are each 
about one hundred feet high. The 
two lower falls can be seen only 
from near the mouth of the canyon. 
The upper falls can he seen only by 
hiking up the ridge where it is pos­ 
sible to look down as well as up. 
The total drop from the top of the 
upper falls to the bottom of the last 
falls is about nine hundred feet.
